INSUFFICIENT DEPRECIATION: 
WHAT IT DOES TO THE ECONOMY 


Excerpts from a speech by Professor William A. Paton of 
the University of Michigan delivered at a meeting of the 
Society of Business Advisory Professions: 
*1 like the Arabian Nights. There is a very interesting 
story about Aladdin’s Lamp. You rubbed the lamp, there was 
a palace in the backyard, and a princess in it, to boot— that 
was a nice to u ch ! 
“But if you can imagine an evil jinni, and that when we 
rubbed the lamp everything was wiped out except the rocks 
and water, leaving 170 million of us in bare skins, we would 
be absolutely helpless and we would all perish. We are ab­ 
solutely dependent on our technological package, and I think 
we everlastingly need to keep it in mind. 
“Even if we all believed in socialism, and assuming that we 
wanted to maintain somewhere near the standards of living 
we have now, we still will find it necessary to lay great em­ 
phasis on capital replacement and expansion. 
“One area of capital formation of crucial importance is 
that of venture or risk capital, or. in other wards, common 
stock money as contrasted with the contractual senior mon­ 
ey in preferred stocks and bonds. 
“As I view the statistics, the flow of new common stock 
funds in this country has been just a trickle, compared with 
w hat it should be, anti I am willing lo include retained earn­ 
ings when I say that, particularly in view of the fact that re­ 
tained earnings are grossly overstated” (because of the inad­ 
equacy of depreciation allowances). 
“Comrade Lenin is reported to have said that the surest 
way to destroy capitalism without firing a shot is to debauch 
the currency. He might just as well have said that the surest 
way to destroy capitalism without firing a shot is to make it 
too tough for the common stockholder class— those providing 
the cushion of risk capital. You can’t have private enterprise 
with nothing but senior securities; someone must put up the 
capital that takes the risk position. The only alternative is 
the tax power of the state, exercised under some form of so­ 
cialism.”

SFE Ak UP FOR TAX REFORM NOW 


In November, the House Way* and Means Committee will 
begin hearings on “constructive reform of the federal tax 
system.” Nothing could be of more importance to every Am­ 
erican citizen. 
I fs not too early to begin thinking about the sort of tax 
reform you want— the prescription you believe will be in the 
best interest of the entire nation.

The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis — the 
March of Dimes organization— has changed its name and 
announced an expanded health program. 
Hereafter it will be called The National Foundation. It will 
tackle a far bigger job than polio. 
Here is the National Foundation's new concept: 
It will become “an organized voluntary force in the fields of 
medical research, patient care and professional education, 
with specific* infinite goals, but flexible enough to meet new 
health problems as they arise.” 
Research will be at the heart of this new concept. It will 
expand its virus— disease explorations, and extend investi­ 
gations into disorders of the central nervous system. But if 
acientiats find new leads for solving other human afflictions, 
they will be encouraged to pursue them. 
To polio, The National Foundation will now add the No, 
I U. S. crippler— arthritis— and birth defects, the major 
childhood health problem. 
It will help train more medical workers— doctors, research­ 
ers, nurses, the.rapists. medical social workers— sorely need­ 
ed to send the disabled back to their homes and jobs. 
This news, coming from the health organization that gave 
us the Salk vaccine against paralytic polio, will bring hope to 
millions of sufferers. Arthritis tortures anywhere from ll 
to 30 minion people in the U. S. Their loss in working hours 
and income runs into billions of dollars. As for birth defects, 
some 250,000 American babies are born each year malformed. 
So when The National Foundation says it will seek “the 
causes, remedies and preventives of these afflictions,” we 
can expect results. 
This does not mean that polio will be neglected. The Na­ 
tional Foundation still pledges patient aid to polio victims. 
It nill urges vaccination. With two of every five persons un­ 
der 40 still unvaccinated, polio isn’t finished yet. 
If you are one of those unvaccinated, don’t delay another 
day. Only when everybody has had the complete series of

INFLATION OR HIGHWAYS 


W hatever has been accom plished 
by the Adm inistration and by Con­ 
gress in taking the red ink out of 
G overnm ent spending and putting 
the brakes on inflation is endang­ 
ered in the interstate highway sit­ 
uation. This one item can turn 
-pending policies back down the 
road toward shrinking dollars. 
The interstate highway spending 
has been m oving faster than the 
special taxes have been com ing in. 
It was a huge undertaking in 1956. 
catling for 13 years of added taxes 
of about 25 billion dollars, and 16 
years of construction. For the pre­ 
cise purpose of avoiding mot e na­ 
tional debt and inflation the law 
w as written to get the m oney into 
a new trust fund before it was 
spent. Two m ore cen ts a gallon in 
gasoline taxes is the big m oney 
raiser. 
Now the awarding of new con­ 
tracts is about to be delayed and 
P resident Eisenhower is proposing 
another 1.5-ccnt gasoline tax. This 
is som ething Congress is all but 
certain to refuse. 
Instead, som e m em bers of Con­ 
gress are proposing a device in 
which the inflation would show up 
in som ething beside the interstate 
financing. Som e ex cise taxes on 
highway users, now going to the 
T reasury, would be shifted into the 
interstate highw ay fund. It would 
be a 
bookkeeping 
gim m ick that 
would 
leave purposes for which 
these excise taxes now are used to 
the deficit spending. 
Even m ore popular am ong m em ­ 
bers of Congress is a kind of do- 
nothing drift in which the inter­ 
state building would continue at 
the present pace with m oney the 
T reasury W’ould have to borrow', 
through m ore inflation. * 
This is the real danger and it is 
close at hand. P ressu res are tre­ 
m endous against keeping the pav- 
bofore-you-go financing, on which 
the public accepted this big ex ­ 
pense only three years ago. 
Within 
three 
m onths 
contract 
awards will have to be suspended 
in California. C onnecticut. Florida, 
Illinois, M ichigan. New Hampshire 
N ew York, Ohio, Oregon and Ver­ 
m ont. They are states with large 
populations and urgent needs of 
m odern 
highw ays. 
Within 
six 
m onths the new contracts ban will 
have reached 16 m ore states, in­ 
cluding T ennessee, Kentucky and 
Louisiana. 
But this is suspension, a delay, 
a stretching out of the program. It 
is. in part, only a return to the 
speed at which construction was 
scheduled before som e Dem ocratic 
P arty strategists dashed into pump 
prim ing last year during a depres­ 
sion scare. They* got a “ tem por­ 
ary” speed of interstate highway 
building which was faster than the 
tax collections. 
We can hardly see a disaster in 
a return to the original speed. We 
suggest that the citizen, who writ­ 
es to m em bers of C ongress on this 
question, will be m uch m ore like­ 
ly to choose slow er interstate con­ 
struction than inflation.

“ The Army'* soldier of tomorrow is not a mon w e would like 
to meet on a dark battlefield— if that really is o man beneath 
the many layers of futuristic garb. 
He seems more like some 
giant insect, this spooky figure who has just been revealed to 
the press, with his protective mask and bugging infra-red goggles 
end antenna quivering from a radio inside his helmet, not to 
mention his 'image m etascope,’ ‘explosive foxhole digger end 
'jum p belt,' which gives him enough rocket power to leap across 
3 0 -fo o t streams. 
In such a carapace he looks anything but 
human, Ona nothing like the plain old G.l. that w e used to know 
— in fact, used to be. 
In our day, streams were for walking 


through, foxholes were for digging. 
"But our day is as remote as Shiloh, at least in military terms. 
(In other terms we are much younger.) The modern infantryman 
needs every possible shield against nuclear attack, and in out­ 
fitting him the Army ha* tried to forget nothing, from special 
gloves to 16-ply undershorts. Thus encased, he looks, ironically, 
less like a warrior of the future than of the chivalrous past, a 
m edieval knight in a coat o f mail, his face but dimly seen through 
a tilting helm. 
"Perhaps there is a lesson in the similarity, for no amount of 
technology has ever replaced the individual soldier, or probably 
ever w ill. 
The lineage stretches unbroken from the Arthurian 
knight to W illie and Joe of W orld W ar ll to the G .l. o f tomorrow 
in his Buck Rogers mask and metascope and seven-league boots. 
W hatever he wears, he is the eternal mon who goes into battle 
alo ne."

The basic battery size is five-eighths of an inch in diameter and 
20 Inches long. These deliver a required five milliamperes con­ 
finedly at one volt for a yoar. Ufo can be extended by usir g 
two or more of the 30-inch batteries or by making them larger. 
They can be built to any size, with a delivery rote of more than 
40 watt-hours per pound.

I ndenvater Battery Developed 
For Modern A rm y Signals 


W A S H IN G T O N — "Snake batteries." strung at intervals on 
*ubmarine communications cables to boost volume and quality 
level*, have been developed for the modern U.S. Army Signal 
Corps. 


The flexible line-silver chloride batteries, also called "electric 
eel*." were developed by the Chemical Division of Aerojet 
General Corporation, Azusa, Calif., in cooperation with the U.S. 
Army Signal Research and Development laboratory, Fort M on ­ 
mouth, N. J. 
The batteries, which are activated when immersed in water, 
nr# a decided improvement over the former type battery used 
for this purpose in that they can be easily wound on military 
communications wire drums along with the cable.

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THE U.S. A R M Y 'S N E W ’SN A K E BATTERY’ for underwater 
signal use. 


In use, a battery is placed next to each repeater (the device 
used to increase the volume of a signal) and spliced into the 
cable at miie-distant points. 
Tne repeaters, which are tran­ 
sistorized, also are flexible and roll easily off the cable drums. 
The batteries obtain their flexibility through segmented con­ 
struction. Spool-shaped links of silver chloride are separated by 
rubber rings from zinc segments. A wire which spirals the length 
of the battery connects the section*. 


The basic battery size is five-eighths of an inch in diameter and 
20 Inches long. These deliver a required five milliamperes con- 
tinously at one volt for a year. Life can be extended by using 
two or more of the 30-inch batteries or by m aking them larger. 
They can be built to any size, with a delivery rate of more than 
40 watt-hours per pound.
